If that policy be adopted there will not be the incentive on the | 
part of mere professional politicians to seek office and the best ma- 
terial that the community ‘affords for the office of commissioner will 
be available. With good commissioners and a broad and liberal 
charter the city should be governed along ideal lines. .

PITTSBURG, June 5.—Declaring 
they would not return to their places 
in the factories of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany until working conditions were 
improved, approximately 8000 men 
and women, members of the Alle- 
gheny Congenial Industrial Union, 
struck here today. 

Three thousand electrical workers 
refused to enter the shops this morn- 
ing, and after a mass meeting at the 
Turtle Creek playground, their num- 
ber was increased by men who left 
the plant later. Pickets sent to the 
machine works brought eut almost 
1000 workers, aua~the directors of 
the strikers claimed there would: be 
10,000 factory hands idle in the Tur- 
tle Creek valley by nightfall.

The total registration at closing 
hour today was 766,478, of which the 
Republicans had 290,776, the Pro- 
gressives 153,059 and the Democrats 
145,231. 

The Socialists have their heaviest 
registrations in Los Angeles with 
16,652 electors and many more regis- 
trations to make. 

Registrations and transfers close 
July 25. 

The Republicans are 137,717 votes 
ahead of the Progressives and 1465,- 
425 ahead of the Democrats.
